KILLS A MAN 


Sam'I Barney, The 
SlayeR of J. W. 
Lorbeer. 


BOTH EMPLOYES OF 
OAHU RAILROAD 


Yardmaster 
Victim of Brakeman 
He Discharged 
For 
Drunkenness. 


(From Monday's Dally.) 
John 
V. Lorbeer, yardmaster 
of the 
Oahu Hallway and 
Land 
Company's 
depot In this city, was shot twice yes- 
terday morning at 8:45 o'clock 
by a re- 
volver In the hands of Samuel Darnoy. 
a train hand. 
He died at ten minutes 
past 
12 o'clock noon, 
at the Queen's 
Hospital. 
Samuel Darney, who (lred the fatal 
shots, Is now detained at the police sta- 
tion. Where he will remain until Hie 
de- 
cision 
of the coroner's Jury. 
The pistol 
with which the murder 
was committed 
was 
taken 
from Barney's 
possession, 
and with other effects Is now held at 
the Sheriff's office. 
Conflicting statements 
as to the caus- 
es leading up 
to the tragedy and the 
manner 
In 
which 
Lorbeer 
mot 
his 
death have been made, although even 
the 
prisoner 
admits 
that the 
bullets 
were fired from the revolver which he 
had In his hand. 
Dr. Cooper, 
who attended 
the dying 
man, says that when the hospital was 
reached 
Lorbeer was 
conscious 
and 
perfectly rational, and remained so un- 
til the anesthetic 
was 
administered. 
When asked by Dr. Cooper 
what was 
the cause of the trouble and how the 
shooting came about, Lorbeer replied: 
"I had discharged 
Barney because he 
had 
been 
dissipating. 
He 
had 
been 
drinking, and that was why I discharg- 
ed him." 
When asked by Dr. Cooper 
whether 
there were any witnesses to the affair, 
Lorbeer 
answered, 
"Yes; 
plenty 
of 
them." 
"Do you 
know 
who shot you?" was 
asked. 
"Yes; it was Barney." 
According 
to a number 
of 
es 
Lorbeer was making ready 
to 
send out the 9:15 train yesterday 
morn- 
ing. 
Many of 
the railway 
employes 
were standing around the yard In fiont 
of the roundhouse waiting for the train 
to be made up which 
they 
Intended 
boaidlng for Makuu to spend the uuy. 
Harney was one of the number. 
Yard-mast- 
Lorbeer had asked Superinten- 
dent Dennlson for an extra car for the 
men, 
and this car was being shunted 
into position. 
It is said that Barney 
and a Portuguese 
fireman named 
Ca-bra- l, 
who had Just 
come 
in 
on 
the 
Walulua train, 
had some trouble, and 
that Barney applied a vile epithet 
to 
him. 
Cabral reported 
the matter 
to 
Lorbeer, and Lorbeer at once 
hunted 
up Barney and berated 
him 
for 
the 
statements 
he had made to the fireman, 
Barney replied. "It was none 
of 
his 
(Lorbeer's) business." 
Later, as the car was being run down 
the track, and near the turntab e, Lor- 
beer, who was on the car, saw Barney 
standing 
on the track directly 
In the 
path 
of the car. 
He Jumped 
off, ran 
ahead, and pushed Barney out of the 
way, and then ran back a few feet. 
As he passed by Barney the bystand- 
ers saw Lorbeer return toward Barney 
again 
ns 
If 
In response 
to something 
said by Barney. 
At this Juncture the 
stories as to the commencement of the 
tragedy 
are conflicting. 
According to 
those standing about 
principally 
Her- 
bert 
Hughes, engineer 
of 
the 
train 
which had Just come In from Kahuku, 
and who had Just stalled his locomotive 
In the roundhouse, Lorbeer approached 
Harney. 
The latter, as Lorbeer came up to him, 
drew a revolver and placing it directly 
against Lorbeer's left side, fired. 
Lor- 
beer Immediately struck Barney on the 
left temple with his 
fist, 
staggering 
Barney. 
As Lorbeer 
fell toward 
the 
ground, Barney fell with him, the 
yard-mast- 
er 
gripping 
Barney's 
hand 
in 
which the revolver was held, endeavor- 
ing 
to prevent 
him 
from 
pulling the 
trigger the second time. 
As they fell, 
with Lorbeer on top of his assailant, 
the second shot was fired, entering 
Lor- 
beer's left side about three Inches nbove 
the first wound, 
striking the ribs. 
He 
said: 
"Now you've got me. 
nun and 
got a doctor, I'm 
Bhot," 
Lorbeer 
fell 
back 
limp 
and Barney 
struggled 
.to 
his feet only to fall Into the hands of 
several of the train men, among them 
L. Petrlo, who raised the bleeding body 
of Lorbeer from tho ground. 
Harney 
was held by the train men and n tele- 
phone 
mesoago 
Bent for medical 
aid 
and tho patrol 
wagon. 
Captain 
Holl 
took 
tho wngon 
to tho depot and the 
Inert form of tho wounded 
nnd dying 
man wns lifted upon tho stretcher nnd 
placed 
In the wagon. 
Dr. Charles 
B, 
Cooper arrived on tho scono Just as the 
man was roady to bo taken 
to 
the 
hospital, 
, 
Dr. C. n. Wood 
was waiting at the 
hnspltnl when 
tho wounded 
mnn 
wnH 
brought 
In. 
Ho 
Immodlntoly 
prnbpd

THE NEWS FBOM CHINA. 
The latest telegrams from China have 
made an astonishing transformation 
In 
the news, for the envoys are not dead 
and the great provincial otllclals 
who 
said they were and who described their 
massacre were either deceived 
or lent 
themselves to the most colossal 
decep- 
tion of the age. 
There Is little doubt 
that the messages had from Minister 
Conger and his British, Japanese 
nnd 
German colleagues (the latter a charge 
d'affaires) 
are authentic. 
In common 
with private 
messages also 
received, 
they show that the attacks 
on the for- 
eigners had ceased and that the latter 
were hopeless 
fifteen days after the al- 
leged massacre of an early release. 
It cannot be said, however, 
that the 
envoys and their friends are out of the 
woods. 
If their lives were in peril from 
the Boxers they will be doubly so when 
Boxers and Imperial troops are inflam- 
ed by the Bight of foreign regiments 
advancing on Peking. 
That 
Is the mo- 
mentous danger and one which the re- 
sult of the expedition, 
whatever It shall 
be, may effect 
In the same way. 
By 
that we mean that if the Chinese 
nro 
jtnnn nl l.I.nn linlilml 
Ihfl 
IVnlla 
of Peking they may kill the white men 
in revenge; if not, and they defeat the 
allies, they may kill them because they 
no longer fear the foreigner. 
It was 
Just after Seymour's 
repulse, as 
the 
( 
public will remember, that the Chinese 
began to shell the legations. 
We observe that, 
In the opinion 
of 
various people on the ground, the allies 
are taking a dangerous risk In trying 
to force their wny to the Chinese 
copl- -' 
tal with a small 
army. 
Tho 
object 
seems to be to reBtore foreign prestige. 
Concerning the 
envoys 
their 
release 
can be had, It Is said, on the basis of a 
compromise, 
but 
tho military clement 
demandB 
revenge, and that means a 
movement on Peking. 
Wo cannot but 
believe that the decision 
Is a ravh one.

Every traveler 
who comes 
from the 
Orient tells the Baltic story of the great 
preparations 
which the Chinese have 
been making for war, In the past few 
years, but none 
liaB spoken mote 
em- 
phatically 
on the subject than 
A. II. 
Butler, president of the' California and 
Oriental Steamship Company, who 
ar- 
rived on the steamer Thyra yesterday 
from the East bound for 
San 
Fran- 
cisco. 
"I consider the outlook, 
in China as 
most serious," said 
he 
last 
evening, 
"more so than the world yet believes. 
In my travels 
through 
China during 
the present year I have found every- 
where thousands 
of armed and drilled 
and equipped troops, ready with all the 
most modern arms, 
to tackle the first 
enemy that appeared. 
"The Idea that the Chinese troops are 
armed with mediaeval weapons and 
cd 
and undisciplined 
4s all wrong. 
I have heard they control 
nearly 
all 
of the Mauser rllles in the world. 
Cus- 
tom house certificates 
will show 
that 
they have at least 900,000 Mausers, that 
have been Imported within the last few 
years. 
An English tourist told me that 
about 
Tlen-tsl- 
n 
alone the Chinese 
Im- 
perial Government had more big guns, 
Krupps 
and other modern engines of 
war than were possessed by the entire 
German army. 
I met four or five men 
In China who had been out there for 
years selling guns and ammunition 
to 
Government and to the va- 
rious Viceroys. 
They have Krupp guns 
In plenty, and modern 
rapld-Onn- g 
and 
machine guns, and 
they 
have 
been 
taught how to operate them until they 
know as much about their management 
as any European eoldlery. 
"All over the Empire there are arsen- 
als where they are now making their 
own ammunition 
nnd Biorlng 
It away 
in Immense quantities. 
At 
Hankow, 
for example, where we went, Ave 
hun- 
dred miles or more from the coast up 
the 
Yang-ts- 
e, 
there were 
20,000 
well 
drilled troops. 
They had 
been 
under 
the instruction 
of Count Bernsdorf 
of 
the German army for several years, and 
were as fine a body of men as you could 
ask to see, well equipped with Mauser 
rifles, and in all respects as good fight- 
ers as any European troops. 
"China must have an Immense 
stand- 
ing army 
by this time. 
I 
have 
no 
doubt that there are at 
least 
200,000 
troops about Peking 
at 
the 
tjresent 
time. 
The 
Viceroys of the different 
provinces have 
been 
sending them 
In 
batches of a few thousands at a time 
for months past, and even though many 
of the Viceroys are 
In sympathy 
with 
the foreigners, 
they 
would 
be unable 
to control the troops after they were 
placed at the disposal of the Imperial 
Government. 
It 
will 
take 
at 
least 
1,000,000 troops to put an end to this war 
if it goes much farther, 
of that 
I am 
eure, after seeing China and knowing 
the conditions there. 
Those who have 
pot been and seen with their own cyc3 
what Immense 
forces the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has nt hand cannot appreciate 
what 
n, task 
la before the allied forces. 
"The best hope for a cessation of hos- 
tilities Is that some man like LI Hung 
Chang will Intervene.and prevent active 
hostilities 
from going any further. 
I 
think 
It was a mistake for the allied 
fleets to fire on the forts at Taku. 
It 
precipitated 
the troubles at 
Tlen-tsl- 
n 
and Peking, and I believe 
that 
had 
there 
been 
no such attack we should 
have had the ministers out of, Peking 
before this. 
It was that attack which 
caused the Imperial troops to take sides 
with the Boxers. 
If It had been 
avoid- 
ed the Imperial troops would have Join- 
ed to protect the Ministers. 
"I believe fully that the Ministers arc 
still safe In Peking. 
The Chinese are a 
wily race and 
I think that they are 
holding the Ministers as hostages and 
will deliver them up as soon as they 
are convinced that the rest of the world 
Is not leagued 
against 
them for the 
dismemberment of their country. While 
In Peking, which I left on May 27th, I 
had a talk with Minister Conger. 
Ho 
then 
expected 
trouble, 
but 
nothing 
more than 
such riots as have taken 
place every 
few years. 
He 
did 
not 
dream of anything 
like what has taken 
place since. 
He talked with me of the 
Dowager Empress and he gave 
me a 
better Impression of her than I had had 
before. 
1 think that had not the 
Min- 
isters sent for marines to protect them 
they would 
have been able 
to 
leave 
Peking easily and without restraint. 
As 
soon as the Chinese heard of the mar- 
ines going to Peking they thought 
It 
the preliminary 
to a general Invasion 
and they went out frot,i 
Tlen-tsl- 
n 
and 
tore up tho railroad between there and 
Peking, 
"I do not think the provinces to tho 
south 
will Join In the present 
trouble 
unless a general 
war commences. 
In 
that case no one knows tho outcome, 
It 
will bo too terrible to think of. 
It will 
monn the slaughter or tho departure 
of 
every foreign resident 
In China except 
thoso nt Hongkong. 
They will he safe 
there, but thoso at Canton 
would 
bo 
helpless, so would 
thoso at Shanghai, 
and nt 
Vu Chang, nnd nt Hnn Wow on 
tho VniiB-ts- 
nnd those nt Fu Chow on 
tho Mln. 
Nona of tlicuu places uro do.

There have been a number of resignations 
fiom tho teaching staff of the Konas this 
year and It wus necessary 
to have some 
one look over 
the situation 
so that the 
Br.ard might 
make nrrangement for oth 
ers to rcplaco them. 
"We have found' tho positions 
In Kona, 
hard 
to fill except 
whero there nre suit 
able places for the teachers to live." said 
Mr. Tovns,ond yestciduy, 
"and these are 
hard to find 
In most of 
1..0 outlying 
por- 
tions of the Konas. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
O'Con-I'o- 
r, 
who have 
been at Keauhou, 
Konn, 
have rcslgne'd. 
Two ladles who live four 
miles from 
the school have 
taken 
tlielr 
places 
temporarily 
but wo 
Blmll havo 
to 
fill 
them 
sooner 
or later, for they 
live 
tot far away. 
I went to l'apn, 
South 
Kona, 
whero 
thero 
Is a new school 
completed and not yet occupied. 
I 
line" to find a place thero for the teacher 
to live. 
The necessity 
of a school In tho 


t 
has 
been 
known 
for 
Eomo 
time 
and 
wo havo just been able to build 
a 
new one there. 
I found some girls 
thero 
who were 
twelve 
and thirteen ytars 
of 
ago who could not reud or write 
either 
Ergllsh or Hawaiian. 
Tho 
number 
of 
child! en 
thero 
was 
so 
small 
formerly 
that wo did not need a school, but of late 
years, 
since 
the 
advance 
of the 
coffee-growin- g 
Industry, 
the population 
of the 
d'ttrlct 
lias Increased, 
and now there are 
about 
twenty 
children 
who 
will attend 
the new school. 
"I went 
through 
tho entire coffee 
belt 
and found that while thero will not be n 
Ant-cla- ss 
crop this yenr owing 
to 
theJ 
urc uui or last winter, 
from what I saw 
I snould say tlmt there will be. 
I should 
judge, a fair Income from the capital 
In 
tho 
more 
favorable 
localities, 
een nt the present 
low prices of sugar. 
Mr. F. Buchholtz 
toM me that ho should 
mako 
money 
this year but 
not 
enough 
to satisfy him nnd ho proposes 
to doublo 
the nrea which ho has under cultivation, 
"The 
Kona 
people are as enthuslustlo 
about sugar this year as they were 
two 
years ago about coffee. 
Cane-growin- g 
is 
being done on many 
of the smnll holdings 
from 
K.ilnhlka 
to Kallua, 
besides 
much 
on lands owned by the Kona Sugar Com- 
pany In the north and by 
V. It. Castle In 
the south. 
It would be hard to find liner 
cane tlinn in South Kona. 
Of the north- 
ern pnrt

speak, 
for I did not 
go into 
tho cano 
fields."
